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DECLARATION. 

1. WHEN in the course of Divine Providence 
it becomes necessary for an individual, or hotly of 
people to dissolve the Ecclesiastic bands which 
connected them with each other, and to assume 
that seperate and equal station to which the Bible, 
the laws of nature and nature's God entitle them, it 
is but reasonable, and a decent respect for the o- 
piuions of mankind, require, (hat they should de- 
clare the causes which impel them ui the sepera- 
tion. 

2. We believe it a fact too well established by 
tbe history of the Church in early times, lo be now 
denied, that the different Churches, or Congrega- 
tions of Worshiping Christians, had the right, and 
did exercise that right, of choosing their own Pas- 
tors or Pteachers, lo inioister the Word of Life un- 
to (hem, as well as lo superintend in conjunction 
with the people of their charge, the administration 
of Discipline among them, agreeable to the forms 
prescribed in the Word of God. 

3. That this right was not called in question, un- 
til the unfortunate connection of tbe Civil, wilh the 
Ecclesiastical power. 

4. That the power lo appoint any Preacher to a 
Station, Circuit or Congregation, there to exercise 
the functions of his office, against the w ll or wish 
of the people of that Station, Circuit or Congrega- 
tion is incompatible with the l ights of the people, 
and an exercise of arbitrary power, not sanctioned 
by the Word of God, and inconsistent with the 
principles of Christianity. 

6. That the government of every Church, & the 
administration of the government ought to be found- 
ed on such principles, and us administration con- 
fided into tbe hands of such men. as would best se- 
cure the peace, and harmony of the Church, pro- 
tect the rights of its individual members, promote 
piety towards God. aud love and confidence in each 
other. 

ti That whenever any form of Government be- 
comes destructive ot lhose ends, it is tbe right of 
the people affected theraby, to alter or abolish it, 
aud to institute a new form of Government, taking 
care to lay its foundation on such principles and or- 
ganizing ns powers iti such manner, as to them 
shall seem most likely to promote the advancement 
of the Redeemer’s kingdom, aud effect their own 
safety and happiness. 

7. Prudeiice indeed, will dictate, that govern 
ments long established, should not be changed for 
light and transient causes, and accordingly all ex- 
perience hath shewn, that maukind are more dis- 
posed to stiver while evils are sufferable, than to 
right themselves, by abolishing the forms to which 
they have been long accustomed 

8. But when a long train of evils and ahuses, c- 
vincing invariably the same inattention to the 
rights, privileges, and happiness ofa very large ma- 
jority of the Ministry, as well as members of the 
Church, — When a power is assumed and retained 
whereby the administrators, under its present form, 
may not only alter or change the Government, but 
also do away or change our articles of Religion and 
that independently of the voice or consent of the 
Church at large. We think we are justifiable in de- 
parting from a Government, so fraught with dan- 
ger to the vital cause of religion, and inconsistent 
with the practice of Primitive Christianity. 

To ]> rove this, we submit the following facts to an 

enlightened Public 

1. The Legislative, Judicial, and Executive 
powers, being assumed and exercised by any one 
man, or body of tncu, constitutes the essence of 
Despotism. 

2 Those powers are all assumed and exercised 
by the Bishops and Itinerant Ministry of the Meth 
odist Episcopal Church, and is therefore (in the o 
pinion of this Convention) Despotism. 

3. That the Methodist Episcopal Church have 
not derived Episcopal order, or power, by regular 
succession [could a regular succession be graced by 
any Church) ti 11 1 have (in the opinion ofthis Con- 
vention) surreptitiously, and against all regular or 
der assumed the same. 

4 The Government of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, not being in accordance with the civil in- 
stitutions of our free and happy country, should its 
influence become universal, would (in the opinion 
of this convention) in time endanger our Republi- 
can form of Government. 

5. Having fa Jed in every alt* inpt lo obtain a re 
form, in which our religious, as well ascivil rights 
would he belter secured. We tbe delegates front 
the different successions, from tbe said Methodist 
Episcopal Church, having assembled ourselves in 
the city of New-York, in Convention, appealing to 
tbe great head of the Church, for the purity of our 
motives, and the sincerity of our hearts and inten- 
tions, and imploring Divine aid and assistance, do 
ORDAIN and ES I'ABLISII the following as the 
CONSTITUTION of our CHURCH to be known 
by the name of the METHODIST SOCIETY. 

OCXS TITUTION OF THE AIETIIOD1ST 
SOCIETY. 

Article 1 . — This convention being delegated by 
the several societies, who have seceded from the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, do therefore in the 
NAME aud by the AU I'HORITY of the members 
composing these societies. Ordain, Determine aud 
Declare, that no authority shall on any pretence 
whatever, he exercised over the people ormembers 
«f this society but such as shall be derived from 
aou granted by the people. 

Article 2. — T his convention doth further in the 
N AME aud by the AUTHORITY of the members 
composing the several Societies as aforesaid, Or- 
x; ain. Determine and Declare, that the Legisla 
tive power hereafter to be exercised by the afore- 
said Methodist Society, shall be vested in an equal 
representation composed of tbe Ministers and Mem- 
bers belonging to said Methodist Society, to be ap- 
pointed in the manner hereinafter directed, who 
when met together in General Convention, shall 
for • ‘tie ]e<rislative department forthesaid Metho- 
dist Society and shall be called aud known by tbe 



name of tbe General Convention of the Methodist So- 
ciety. 

A nr ict.E 3. — There shall be but t wo orders in the 
Methodist Society, viz: Ciders and Deacons. 

Article 4. — The Methodist Society shall retain 
an Itinerant Ministry, and make provision for their 
support. 

Article 5. — The duty of the itinerant Ministry 
shall be to travel under the direction of the aquual 
State Conferences, preach the Gospel, form classes, 
and be entitled to ail the privileges of other preach- 
ers of the same order, belonging to the Methodist 
Society. 

Article G. — The Judicial power of the Metho- 
dist Society shall be vested in, and confided to the 
several Classes, Quarterly Meeting Conferences, 
District Meetings, and Annual Stale Conferences, 
according to tbe manner hereinafter provided for. 
And it is hereby expressly declared that Class 
Meetings, quarterly meeting Conferences, Love 
Feasts, Annual District Meetings, Annual State 
Conferences, a general Convention and appellate 
tribunals, shall and are hereby recognized by the 
Methodist Society. 

Article 7. — Wc the Delegates, in General Con- 
vention assembled, do moslsolemnly enter our pro- 
test against the principle and practice of involunta- 
ry Slavery. 

Article 8 — No member shall be considered eli- 
gible as a representative to the District Meeting, 
the State Annual Conference, or the General Con- 
vention, who shall not he iwciity-one years of age, 
at the time of said Election. 

Article 9 — The following Articles of Religion 
are adopted, by the unanimous vole of this conven- 
tion, as a summary of our Christian Faith and prac- 
tice, as founded on the living oracles of Divine 
Revelation. 

Here follows the twenty five Articles of religion 
as in the Book of Discipline, published by the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, in the year 1805. 

Article 10 — T here shall be rio amendment or 
alteration in this Constitution, tmless a majority of 
two-thirds ofall the Annual State Conferences shall 
require the same — Presided, nevertheless, that no 
alteration shall ever be made, (bat will affect the 
Articles of Religion, or do away, or tu any way les- 
sen the free'stilfrages of the private members of 
tbe Methodist Society or thatsliall in any way des- 
troy the right of appeal as hereinafter provided for.

The following account of t lie Wheat Moth was 
ffr-t published, many years ago, in Philadelphia, in 
pamphlet form, and is republished in the Watch- 
man at the request of a subscriber, with the hope 
that it may prove useful and interesting to our ag- 
ricultural friends. 

■Account of the Ifheat Mnti or Firgtnia Fly, as it 
u/> peared in France, in the year 1775; rt.ii/ which 
il~i n i'/cd the grain in the tow i ship of Lower Dub- 
lin, Philadelphia Count)/, in the harvest of 1802, 
KIG.J and 1801. 

The inhabitants of a considerable part of the 
province of Angoiimois, in Prance, had, for a peri- 
od of 30 years, sustained an immense loss by the 
ravages of this insect. 1 1 appeared at first only in 
a few hamlets, but soon made so rapid a progress as 
to spread to the lands of upwards of two hundred 
parishes. In the year 1755, Messrs. Duhamel and 
Tillct, were deputed by the academy of sciences 
at Paris, of which they were members, to inquire 
into the (i a i lire of this insect, and the means of pre- 
venting and curing the d readfol calamity occasion- 
ed thereby. The description given of it by these 
geotlemeu is so minute and particular as to leave 
no room for doubt of its being the same we have in 
America. It resembles the moth which preys up- 
on woollen cloths, and is of the class of four winged 
phaleme or night butterflies. In this stale, howev- 
er, they do not take any food, nordothey destroy j 
the grain during that time, for they have uot organ,, 
capable of doing it even the least injury. Their' 
only function then is to propagate their species. ' 
They couple in the manner of the silkworm butter-) 
fly, and as soon as the female is impregnated she! 
lays her eggs in great numbers, in heaps of 60, 80 
or 90 together. They areecconipanied with avis-1 
eons matter which makes them stick to the places 
they are laid in, and this cohesion soon becomes) 
very stroDg. They are so extremely small that one: 
of them would drop through a hole made in a bit of 
paper with the poiut of the finest needle. The fe- 
male butterflies which are upon the ears of grain in 
n field, endeavour to place themselves in such a 
manner as to lay their eggs close to the joining of 
the grain to the stalk. In sixor seven days eachof 
them produces a caterpillar, in appearance like a 
bit of hair about the twentieth part of an inch long, 
at first reddish, but afterwards almost white. As 
soon as the caterpillars are hatched thev set about 
miking their way into the grain in order to feed up 
on its dour. If the eggs have been laid in thegian- 
ary, after harvest, and upon the grains themselves, 
they generally creep into the furrow of the wheat 
and there weave a slight web. They then tear a 
hole in the skin, or tind, range round them the 
particles of bran thus separated, and wriggle them- 
selves into the mealy substance which is to be their 
food. The hole through which the caterpillar en- 
tered can then no longer be perceived but by a 
little heap of bran which lies upon it, and which 
may easily e9eape the notice of those who have not 
observed it before, but when once known is easil\ 
distinguished. When the eggs are hatched upon 
•the ears in the field, the young caterpillars soil'd 
find means to glide in between the chair and the 
grain, and in that situation they pierce the latter, 
as was said before, generally in the furrow, lint 
sometimes at the pointed end, which is a little 
hairy. As the husks of the barley are harder and 
stick much closer to the grain than those of wheat

winter. Numbers of live caterptilais have been 
found 111 them at that season, many aureiia; to- 
wards the end of May, and prodigious multitudes of 
butterflies issue fibin them as soon as the wvather 
begius to be hot. Thus it seems that there are 
two flights of them, one which appears fnoin harvest 
lime till the weather grows cold in October, and 
the other which appears in June& lasts till harvest. 

Those of the sftminer flight remain in the bam 
and granaries attached to the grain laid up there, 
upon which they couple and la) their eggs, it looks 
a6 if they knew that there is no longer in the field* 
any grain fit to feed their posterity. On the con- 
trary, those of the spring flight endeavor to get out 
of the granaries, and do in fact get out in vast num- 
bers through the windows to spread in the fields 
and lay their egg® upon the yet green grain. That 
this is really the case, and that these insects are a 
species of night-moth, appeared evidently from sev- 
eral very accurate observations made by Messrs. 
Duhainel and 'fillet. 'They went at different hours 
of the day into granaries infected with them. — 
While the day Listed they perceived a multitude of 
butterflies which stirred a little upon the heaps, hut 
did not quit them. When they returned into the 
same gramarics a little after sunset, they saw those 
butterflies rise and fly to the walls where, they set- 
tled fora while, after which took theirflight 111 vast 
numbers through the wiudows. As these little in- 
sects fly very swiftly and rise to such a height, that 
the eye cannot follow them long, especially when 
the dusk of evening comes on, Messrs. Duhainel 
and Tillet, were obliged to try several methods be- 
fore they could be certain what became of them. 
The caletpillers found in the standing ears made 
them conclude tliSt J he butterflies, when out of the 
grainary, flew directly into the green grain and 
laid their eggs upon it while jet lender; but 
none of the country people of whom they inquired 
had ever observed them in the fields, or c ould give 
any satisfactory account of them They searched 
all the neighboring fields, and beat even the sur- 
rounding hedges at all hours of the day to no pur- 
pose — not a butterfly could they find excepting a 
few dead and dried ones entangled in spider-webs. 
This very circumstance led them to the discovery 
they were inquest of; for rightly reflecting that 
: these insects, which neither they nor any other por- 
tions had been able to find in 'he fields in the day 
lime, must certainly he of the phalanx or noctur- 
nal kul, they without further d<}lay set out wilh a 
candle and lantern, repaired to one of the fields they 
had visited in the afternoon; and soon descried a 
a great number of five very butterflies they were 
seeking for, upon the beards of the ears of wheat.

B it considering the vast fecundity of the females it 
prodigious numbers of them did not perish, it would 
be hardly passible to save a single-grain of any 
kind. The people of Angoiimois were strongly of 
opinion that the mischief occasioned by ibis insect 
was peculiar to the graiu of their eotiutry, and that 
what was brought to them from other places always 
escaped unhurt. To clear no this point, Messrs. 
Duhamel and Tillet, put into different glasses. I 
wheat of the growth of other provinces, and, with! 
grams in eacli glass, some of these butterflies ac- j 
lually coupled. They soon saw the female lay fieri 
eggs upon these grains, and afterwards the cater-' 
pillars hatch and make their way into them. Their! 
further observations proved that the principal cause 
of the spreading of tins evil is, ttial the insect itself 
which multiplies exceedingly, is conveyed to other 
pai ls with the gram in which it is enclosed. When- 
ever a grain was opened in which the caterpillar 
was not fully grown, a dual of flower vet remained; 
bn 1 when fully grown, nothing was ien but the skin 
or bran so destitute ol flour as not even to discoloi 
Clear water. Hogs would uot touch these l.ujls 
when given to them nnniixcd. The length of the 
caterpillar when full grown is very little more 
than the twelfth part of an inch, and its thickness 
is at most equal to half the circumference of the 
grain that contains il. Its body is smooth and en- 
tirely while, itis thickest ton srds the head in which 
one may perceive its mouth, two large eyes and 
two kinds of hair; the head is a little browner than 
the rest of the body. It has sixteen lags, of which 
tiifi eight intermediate and ineuihranous are only 
• mall prominences so minute as not to be distin- 
guished even will, the help of a microscope unless 
the insect he laid upon its side. 

The caterpillar exactly enclosed in its grain, be- 
fore it is changed into an aureiia makes therein a 
small trap door which remains shut. The butter- 
fly beingentirely formed in the aureiia, breaks the 
skin of it at the end, opens with its head tills little 
trap, and comes out at the hole which was covered j 
and shut by it; A Tenon as the butterflies are out of 
(he grains which contained them, tb -j couple and 
the females lay their eggs in the manner before re- 
lated. This insect, like all others of the same spe- 
cies, remains a longer or shorter time in its differ- 
ent stales according to the temperature of the air. 
Il will continue three wouths in the state of an au 
relia it put into an icehouse, and the butterfly does 
not in that case come out till alter it has been re 
moved into a much warmer air. The coming out 
of the hutterflie. is generally denoted by a great 
heat in ihe heaps of graiu or iu the sheaves accord 
ini' as it is laid up in one or the other. Tins heal : 
certainly accelerates the hatching of the insects, 
for prodigious multitudes of butterflies issued out of 
the heated grain in a few days after the 'ferment 
has taken place. When the harvest is cut, and 
warm rains fall at that time, this heat comes on le- 
vy soon, and then these insects make an extrcmelv 
r ipid progress. A Imt and dry season which hard- 
ens the gram may defer the evil and perhaps lessen 
it a little, blit this is alt. These caterpillars oo- 
dosed in their husks and sheltered in barns and 
granaries arc screened from the vicissitudes of the 
4ir. and when cirennistauces are favomahle, again 
make their appcarauce. At harvest time butler 
flies were seen to come out of some grains which 
were already empty and entirely consumed before 
th-y were reaped. Probably these first butterflies 
c- opli and lay their eggs upon the other unreaped 
£'*c«, and part of these eggs are destroyed by the 



rimcnt, that 

it is pussifile the caterpillars may live under ground, 
pass the winter tlfeie enclosed in the grain with 
which they are sown, and even uudergo their sev- 
eral metamorphoses in the earth, * 0 as to arise from 
thence in the form of butterflies in the spring. A 
wooden box was divided into three partition? and 
filled with common mould taken out of a kitchen 
garden. M h* at, known 10 be infected, was plant- 
ed ao inch deep in one of these partitions, two 
inches deep in another, and three iu the third. All 
of them were thru covered with a glass frame, 
and butterflies soon appeared in eachof the divis- 
ions, but they were far the most nuinenoiis in that 
where ik**y had been buried buy an inch deep. In 
anothei trial a number of infected grains were cov 
©red with a still slider earth, wetted and pressed 
do w u , and not any butterflies appeared there. — 
From hence Messrs. Duhainel and Tillet, conclu 
ded that though some of these insects can, and cer 
tainly do come out of the ploughed ground which 
has bc«*n sown with infected grain, their number is 
comparatively small, and tnal mills and grainaries 
are the great source of their increase; lor the grain 
which contains a young caterpillar will grow il its 
germ has not been damaged, and as its mealy sub 
stance is consumed by the plant, the cntcrpiller 
must die for want of food; besides, as is proved by 
the experiment above mentioned, the butterflies 
cannot pierce through a close and hardened earth, 
which generally is the ease of ploughed land that has 
been exposed to. the u inter raius. It is not agreed 
whether these insects prefer wheat, barley or rye. 

I he observations made by Messrs. Duhamel and 
I ilk t, stem to prove that the) attack indifferently 
w hichever lies most convenient for them; and that 
they do not spare Indian coin when stripped from 
its stalk, and laid op in a gtainary wheielhey can 
come at the soft inside part of the grain. Lvcn oats 
when mixed with wheat, barie) and rye, in a glass 
vessel into which some of the butterll.es were put, 
were damaged by caterpillers as much as any of the 
other grain, though it is certain that they do but 
little mischief to oats iu the grainary. 

To preserve the grain from farther injury after it 
is reaped, il should be tbrpshed out asroon ns nossi- ! 
file, and such part of it as it i wished to preserve ; 
either tor seed or grinding, should he dried in an I 
oven or kiln, in which the heat should tie strong 
enough to kill the cat» rpillars without dr oiroyiug 
the vegetative principle. 'I his will be fclfVctedby 
1 -4 degrees of heat of Fahrenheit's thermometer. 
Or the seed gram may be better prepared by being 
soaked in a strong lye of t*oud-as(ies and quick 
lime healed to such a degree that the finger ran 
just bear it. Let the gram, contained in a baske t 
bestirred in tins lyc, and the grains skimmed ofl 
♦ hat float on the surface. When il has been thus 
toaked for about two minutes, the basket which 
contains it should then be lifted up and suspended 
by two poles till the l\e is drained off. The grain 
should then be spread very thin on a floor to dry, 
while a second basket full is prepared in the same 
manner. When thus steeped and well dried, itwll 
keep a year and continue lit for sowing. 

In France, mills and grainaries where large quae, 
tities of grain were deposi ted, serin to have been 
considered as the duel sources of the evil. But in 
this country it cannot be the case, at least not t<. 
so au extent. No large quantities remain on 

hand when the warm season approaches, and kiln- 
drying might destroy an) caterpillars which might 
then exist. It appears that the severity of a hard 
winter cannot be depended on ^or this purpose, but 
that a sufficient number may survive, even in the 
grain sown, to cause considerable mischief The

— With 
a palace for his residence, a f . tune at his com- 
mand, and a lady for bis partner a mse accomplish 
incuts peculiarly qualify her for the sphere ofsociail 
and fashionable life, our Ambassador is enabled lul 
show those attentions to bis countrymen, a* well as! 
to the extern;;* * .« !e of his friends ad road, which! 

suuue ol ins predecessors could either not afford, 
or had not the disposition to iriani'est His expen- 
ses probably exceed twice the amount of bis sala- 
ry llw lives in one of the most splendid houses 
in Paris; the rent of which is something like $5000

| “The suite of apartments are not surpassed, j 
1 either in extent or elegance of furniture, ty the 
1 chambers ol the k ipg himself, and the sty!e of his 
iable exceeds in taste, as well as in splendor, any 
Itiiiiig of the kind which has fallen within the sphere 
■ of my observation. — Fl.atc of the richest descrip- 
tions, brilliant chandeliers, and pyramids ol flow- 
ers, almost make the guest forget that he is at the 
festive board of a plain, substantial citizen of the 
United buies, who is ultra republican in his senti- 
ments, and devotedly attached to the institutions 
of his country. 1 do not myaell' lay much stress up- 
on this display of style, hut at a French Court, 
where every thing is done for show, it is in some 
degree rendered necessary , and procures a greater 
weight of influence than would the philosophy of a 
Franklin, the elaborate scholarship of ao Adams, 
or (he liuancial talents of a Gallatin. Both the 
minister aud his lady have been familiar with the 
language, manners and customs of France, fur 
many years; and my opinion*now is the same as it 
was publicly expressed at the time the appoint- 
ment was made, that the embassy could not possi- 
bly be belter filled.. 

“As I have had an opportunity of witnessing a 
perfect specimen of Perisnn style and fashion, it 
may be pardonable so far to violate the privacy of 
the social einjt?, as to dw ell lor a moment on the 
etiquette of a dinner. The hour of dining 19 about 
6 o'clock. All the guests enter the drawingroom 
wearing their hats and gloves. During the greater 
j par t of our visit, black has been yccessaiy, as a 
badge of mourning for the Emperor Alexander, 
f At the door of the apartment, the name of each 
person is announced hy the servant, and he re- 
ceives no other introduction to ayy of^the compa- 
ny. in going to the table there is no formal allot- 
jinent of places-*-no sit thou here and sit thou there 
( — hut-each one must look out for himself, and for 
the lady of his charge. The French, although fond 
of good living, make a business instead of a pleas 
lire of eating, and the great object is to get through 
as soon as possible. An hour and a halt is tho long- 
est time occupied in a fashionable dinner, duung 
winch the guests tastes, perhaps, of thirty different 
kinds of food, and as many varieties of wine. A 
succession of dishes is constantly circulated by a 
train of waitexs, and each person, even ti c ladies, 
help themselves to wbat is presented ready carved 
at their side. Another train of servants bear round 
all sorts of wine, naming them as they pass. There 
is no drinking of healths — no loud talk arrrss the 
table — aud none of that noisy festivity observable 
at an English or American dinner. Each guess 
converses in a low tone of voice, to the persons who 
happen to sit next to him. A Parisian would think 
it extremely rude to attract the* attention ofthe ta- 
ble, or to disturb the almost whispered colloquies 
of others. Ladies and gentlemen retire to the 
drawing-room at the same time, where cofiee is 
set v* d up, and in the course of the evening, a dish 
often sometimes follows. No reli eshrnents are 
subsequently sent round, as with us; and 1 have 
passed five or six hours iu fashionable French cir- 
cles, without either eating or drinking.

A FROLIC— DEARLY PAID FOIL 

Little Hock, [rfrktihsas) June 27.— On Monday, 
last week, five persons troin the centry — a father, 
his three sons, son in-law — came into town fi r the 
purpose of taking a frolic — After getting com for la- 
hUj drunk, they became exceedingly noisy and quar- 
relsome, showing a disposition lo jight, knock down, 
and drag out, all who came in then way, or attempt 
ed to oppose them. They carried on in this man 
nei for some time; when Mr Bruinback, the town 
constable, found it necessary tostop their sport, by 
apprehending and taking the whole party before 
Mr. Justice Bradford, where they were very prop- 
erly fined — two of them in the sum of 10 dollars 
each. One of the former, for using highly insulting 
and disrespectful language to the magistrate, while 
sitting as such, had three several fines, of twenty 
dollars each, imposed on him. 

The trial being over, and the parties not finding 
it convenient to raise the netdfulio pay their fines, 
were ordered to be taken to jail — Not relishing 
the order, they refused to submit to it. and set the 
constable, and t\iv posse at defiance. — Thecansta- 
ble. however, determined not to be out generalled 
by them, ltd on Ins forces in good order, and com- 
menced the attack, bv liberally dealing out blows 
on the heads and shoulders of all who resisted. The 
besieged, it is said, fought manfully, but were soon 
vanquished by thb superior manoeuvres and num 
hers of their opponents. One of them, armed with, 
a (Ink in each hand, while in Uie act of attempting 
to stab the constable and one ofhis assistants, re- 
ceived the contents of a pistol, headed with shot, in 
his lace, severely, though uot dangerously wounded ; 
ajid two others were severely beaten with clubs 
one of whom it w f as feared, for the first two or three 
days would not recover. 

The fracas having ended the scene closed by 
closing the door of the jail on four of the vanquish 
ed combatants — /be one who w as shot not being in 
a situation to bear them company — where they re 
mained until the next day, wheu they were libera- 
ted, on payiug into the county treasury the sum of 
95 dollars, ihe amount of the several fines, together 
with 12 or 15 dollars costs.

MR. JEFFERSON'S MEMOIR. 

We understand that Mr. Jefferson has left behind 
him a Memoir of a part ofhis own Life and Times; 
he commenced its fcumposition in the 77th year of 
his age in 1820, and finished it in 10*21. It goes 
back to the time ofhis grand father, traces the pro- 
gress of his own education, touches upon the causes 
and events ofthe American revolution, gives a par- 
ticular account of the declaration of independence; 
presents many interesting sketches ofthe condition 
and celebrated characters of France, while he was 
minister in that country; and terminates with the 
acceptance of the ot’ic^e of Secretary of State. lie 
has also left behind him for publication three vol- 
umes of Anas, comprising various conversations and 
transactions, iu which he was concerned, while he 
was Secretary of State. Besides these, he l»as pre- 
pared for the press, 1? or 15 volumes of correspon- 
dence, labelled with the yeats iu which they were 
written. In these manuscript volumes not bound, 
but sticbed, he has carefully laid away copies of all 
hi® interesting letters, as taken by the Polygraph. 
It is unnecessary to state, that these letters are 
full of interest; they are addressed to various per- 
sons. and on various subjects; and when published, 
will more fully display that fc licit y of style and 
grandeur of principles, for which their author was 
so eminently distinguished. Some of these letters 
were prior to the revolution; and the last of the se 
lies is his celebrated reply, to Mr. Weightman, 
written ten days before his death. This is laid the 
very last in the volume for 1826. Some ofthest 
letters are very long; they discuss a variety ofthe 
! riiost interesting topics; among the rest we have 
| heard an elaborate letter of his to Colonel Monroe, 
immediately after the c apture of Washington, spo- 
! neii of in the highest terms. 

! He has also left many other MSS amongst his pa 
pers; with these some compositions labelled “Jti- 
! vemlities.” 

All his papers are put up with a neatness and re 
| jularity, which iiiiiormlv distinguish Mr. Jefferson. 
It 13 remarkable that he had put away, a® among 
bid most select, papers, bis own will a copy of ti e 
first draught and alterations of t1»e Declaration of 
independence, and some affectionate memoi in Is of 
family feeling. These three wtfre arranged to- 
gether in t he same comptfrimcnt. 

As &oon as the proper arrangements can be made 
this memoir, these anas, and most of this correspon- 
dence, will he laid belore his country. Few men's 
papers can he so rich in valuable materials as those 
of Mr Jefferson. His style and hisscntinients con- 
tribute to lend an inestimable attraction to every 
subject which he handled. Tetiglt nihil quod non 
or hiveit. The public will wait impatiently for the 
publication, and the most distant posterity will 
profit by his labors. The beauties of liberty , the 
reel principles of the constitution, will be found 
developed in the most impressive forms. 

There has been no opportunity yet of recording 
Mr. Jefferson’s will. It was written in March Iasi"; 
condensed, expressive, simple and elegant. He 
has left all ins books to the university, of which it 
has not already copies.

Aii election of tlic whole of the mnmbcrs to the 
popular branch of our Legislature, and of eleven to 
the Senate, has lately taken place; ami as the puli, 
lie opinion on the question respecting the court of 
Appeals is bo nearly balanced, >ve do not think, 
that to etFect an amicable adjustment of thatques 
!i"n. it is material on which side the majority may 
ultimately he found. 

The necessity of taking the earliest opportunity 
of making an effort to bring to a close this unhappy 
contest, which has for nearly two years paralyzed 
’One of the branches of otir government, u til, we 
think, be admitted by the serious and reflecting 
tnen of both parties; we therefore entertain acon- 
lident hope, tiiat the next legislature will come to- 
gether, with feelings towards each other, more of a 
conciliatory than vindicatory character. 

The time of meeting of the court of Appeals is by 
law fixed for the first Monday in October, when, if 1 
no measure is previously adopted to prevent it, the 
same farce of the setting of tw > courts of appeals, 
neither of whom ate admitted by a great proponion 
of the people of the Stale to be legitimate, will be j 
repeated. To prevent a recurrence of those acts, 
whose tendency has been to widen the breach be- 
tween the contending parties in the state, is the 
object of these remarks, aud the measure we would 
suggest as in our opinion most likely to effect Unit 
end, is a call of the Legislature, to meet on or be- 
fore the first day of October nexl, the day on which 
the court of appeals are to meet. 

We hazard nothing in saying, that a spirit ofie- 
concilialiun is daily manifesting itself among the 
members ofbnth the contending parties, and which 
we admit incouraged us to make the above propo- 
sition; and we have no doubt that if the spirit is duly 
cherished the result will be favourable.

LATEST FROM EUROPE. 

By the brig Trent, arrived at New York, on 
I imrsday evening irem Havre, Paris papers to the 
18th ot June, have been received. 

The Greek Committee at Pans, have received 
intelligence that the Greeks under the command'll 
Nicetas, entered Tripulitza on the 13tli of May. 
The efforts of Ibrahim to succor that place, were 
wholly unavailing, and lie had returned to Patra = 
after suffering considerable losses. Gen. Roche 
lias addressed to the Greek Committee at Paris, 
the following documents: 

Re solutions of the English Notional 
E/iiilaurus. 

“His Ex. the British Ambassador at Constanti- 
nople, is requested to treat for peace between the 
Ottoman Porte and the Greeks, on the following 
conditions, viz. 

1. No Turkshalt be permitted to inhabit the 
Grecian Territory, nor to hold any properly in 
Greece. 

2. All the fortresses in the possession of the Turks 
shall tie given up twi the Greeks. 

3. The sultan shall have po influence on the in 
ternal organization of the country, nor on the 
Clergy. 

4. The Greeks to have a sufficient force for the 
safety of the interior, and a mariue for the protec- 
tion ol its commerce. 

5. That they shall be governed hy the same reg- 
ulations and enjoy the same rights in the Pelopo- 
uessus, (lie continent of Greece, the Islands ofEn 
ben Candia and the Archipelago, and in all the 
provinces that have taken up anus, and that have 
been incorporated in the Greek Government. 

6. That the articles mentioned in the present 
act, cannot be chauged by the Ambassador, nor hy 
the Commission named by the National Assembly 
to correspond with the A mliassador. 

7. The Greeks shall preserve their own flag. 

8. They shall have the right to coin money. 

9. The amount of the tribute shall be fixed, and 
the inode of payment lie annual or be in full. 

10. That the truce shall he granted. And ill 
cascofthe refusal of the Pot te to accede to these 
proposals, the commission may address themselves 
to any or all the powers of Europe to ask rid and 
protection, and may act as they shall judge most 
proper for the interests of Greece. 

Prince Ypsilanti, under date of April 24th, pro- 
tests againsls the above act of the government. In 
taking the resolution to ask the exclusive inherven 
lion of the English Ambassador to arrange the al- 
fairs of Greece. 

FROM THE NEW YORK AMEttCAN. 

GREECE. 

Sulona, .May 17. — The chiefs of the garrison of 
Missnlonghi to the government, greeting. 

The city, the defence of which you confided to us, 
is in the hands of the enemy, but transformed into 
a vast heap of ruins, which cover many hundreds of 
our brave companiuus, reposing amid thousands of 
our fallen enemies. We blame no one. Every 
Greek has done Ills duty — aud we saa from the 
summit of our ramparts the unavailing etfurls of our 
fleet to come to our relief. Bill the God of the 
Christians decided otherwise. A prey during three 
days to the torments of a calamity the most terrible 
— to famine — we took the resolution to abandon the 
town rather tliau fall into the hands of our enemies. 
•Our wives prayed loaccompany us: alas! how could 
we refuse to these dear halves of ourselves the hope 
of safety! We granted their demand- The last 
defence of the place was confided to the generous 
patriotism of the aged and wouuded whohadn.il 
sufficient strength to accompany us iu the sortie. 

On llio 22d, at 0 o’clock at night, we opened the 
gates of the sacred city. Contrary to our hopes and j 
expectations, we found the barbarians ready tore j 
ceive us. Our surprise was extreme; and we are 
ignorant to this moment of the manner in which the | 
enemy could have been informed of our project. J 
But 1 1 1<3 we can assure you, that nouQcuflhe brave 
and devoted garrison sullied ins glory hy treason. 
Many died like heroes — the rest still breathe: but 
they breathe only for vengeance. The appearance 
of the barbarians did not throw us off our guard — j 
and their bayonets proved powerless against our | 
swords Their columns, regularly formed, were 
pierced after a horrible carnage, and we gained the 
mountains. The greater number of our wives and 
children fell in this struggle: hut the barbarians 
gained nothing hut their dead bodies, for not a 
Greek was taken alive. 

Arrived among the neighbouring mountains, we 
took several hours of repose, aud then directed our 
steps at the break of day towards Salona where we 
arrived at the end of lour dav6, iu number 1,8110. — 
Many others ofour brothers were saved and disper- 
sed among the mountains, and made haste to join 
us. 

Governors of Greece ! you to whom the nation 
confides the noble task of directing tier destiny, 
lose not your courage ! if you confide in ns, we 
are prorfil tiiat we still live to avenge the violated 
graves of the immortal Marcos, and that English 
chief, who consecrated to us his song, bis love, and 
his life. The memory of Missotonghi is ever with 
us! the blood which runs in our veins is still the 
same I Children of Greece and of misfortune, we. 
are still the same men who defended your liberties 
and your rights on the rugged hills of Souli, and on 
the tottering walls of Missolonghi I We wait your 
orders, & an arc ready to execute them at the pi ice 
of the last drop of our blood.

General Paez: — It was supposed, that the friend- 
ship which Bolivar entertained for this misguided 
man, would protect him trom the fate his extraor- 
dinary conduct at Venezuela merited: but a corres- 
poodenlofthc Baltimore Gazelle w rites from Car- 
thagena under date July Silt, to this effect: “The 

general opinion is, that general Paez will he con- 
demned to death, and, as President Bulivariscx- 
pecced in two or three weeks, f make no doubt tran- 
quillity in Venezuela will lie restored. We are all 
quiet in this department.” 

1 lie Editor of (he Bogota Constitutionel speaks 
; o then-lost decided terms of the proclamation of. 
Facts to the inhabitants of Venezuela. “However 
lofttii, he observes, we may have been to believe; 
that lie could thus have lent himself as a tool til thej 
tiands of a party-, wo must in the face of evidence! 
like this abandon our scruples, and resign ourselves' 
to the melancholy conviction of the truth ofhisj 
gull!.’ The article which throughout reprobates! 
Iiis proceedings and designs in the strongest lan-l 
gnage, concludes thus: “The total hopelessness of 
his undertaking must have been evident toliimj 
long since, and when he reflects on the irreparable; 
injury lie hasdone his country, ou the check which! 
he has given the cause of civil liberty throughout | 
the world, he must curse the hour when he ex-j 
changed the glorious character of liberatorof his 
country for tliatot traitor, when he tarnished with! 
the crime perjury, the splendid reputation he had] 
acquired in treeing his country from her oppres- 
sors.” 

I he Baltimore Gazette contains a proclamation 
issued hy General Bermudez Commander-in-chief 
ol the deparlinent'of Orinoco, aud dated Barcelona 
May 16. lie very properly condemns the conduct 
of Paez, and the municipalities of Valcncii a id 
Caraccas; and proceeds thus: 

“ These acts reveal that Venezuela has separat- 
ed from the constitution and the law, hy acknowl 
edging the authority of a military chief, and selling 
atdefiance hercivil magistrate. 

A total overflow of all the established oulhorities 
and public functions is the result of this extraordiu- 
ary aud irregular conduct, and the disotder seems 
to have been introduced and bo be maintained by 
military lorce. The whole event wears the ap- 
pearance ifan attempt to violate the laws and des- 
troy the. const itntion hy force and arms. I n line 
posture, and until I am convinced that Venezuela 
has returned to right order and subjection to the 
laws, it is my duty to prepare to defend, if necessa 
ry, the sacred codo-nfour rights, and arrest every 
attempt to disturb the pence which O rinucu is now 
enjoying. 

Your duty is to aid me in displaying your tried 
fidelity, and von r firm adherence to liberty, and to 
that order upon which liberty cm he founded. 
The whole republic will sustain your effort and 
protect your patriotism. 

Twelve thousand valiant soldiers are inarching 
upon Venezuela, by command of the libetator pres- 
ident. They are returning from Peru, and part of 
them have arrived at Pauama. He has just com- 
pleted the glorious work of Peruvian liberty and 
order; and fortune, which led him thither, will now 
bring him to the support of his virtuous fellow citi- 
zens and the laws of his own country.” 

Towards the conclusion of the proclamation, he 
intreats the citizens of his department, to confide 
in his zeal fursafety, aud expresses an opinion, that 
tho restoration of Paez to his command was not the 
sole object of the commotion. 

“It is known that the projects of the municipali- 
ties of Valcntia and Caracas w ill he destroyed in 
their birth; sodiiliciilt an enterprize, an attempt 
so absurd, could not mislead the judgment ofany 
Columbian who had not been compromilted by the 
vile projects of a handful of turbulent men, who do 
not know the value of those sacrifices, which have 
been made to establish a government, and fix the 
guarantees of our political and civil liberty. I can- 
not yet persuade myself that this chief w hose sus- 
pension has been used as a pretext, can have given 
his approbation to those acts which have done real 
injury to b « understanding and principles. Some 
day. perhaps, may discover Ihe real intentions 
which have animated tins gallant general, who has 
conferred so many glories on the republic aDd 
whose sword has been consecrated by his defence 
of the constitution and the laws.” 

By the arrival of the brig Angenora at Provi- 
denee a letter dated Caraccas, Juue 27, has been 
received to this effect: 

“By an arrival from Maracaibo to-day, we learn 
that government has placed itself under the juris- 
diction of general Paez, and agreed ou the forma- 
tion ofa federal government.” 



From Colombia . — The following proclamation by 
Gen. Paez, was received at Providence, by the 
brig Ageuora, which has arrived there iu 16 days 
from Cuiacoa. 

REPUBLIC OF COLOMBIA. 

Jose Antonio Paez, Civil and Military Chief 
of Venezuela, <S-c. 

The defence of our country is a doty s*i sacred,! 
that to consider its performance with indifference I 
is to be guilty of the blackest ingratitude. 

Wheo the common foe threatens our ctimmon , 
safety, union in arms must form the wall ofonrcoin-! 
inou defence ; for, without this feeling prevails,] 
there can be no simultaneous effort, no combination ! 
ol thought, no resistance. But the strength and se- 
curity ol a people, like the soul which animates the 
human body, consists not in bliud force, but in uni- 
ty of movement and design. Hence the immedi- 
ate and complete organization of the militia be- 
comes at once, matter of the highest moment, and 
greatest urgency. Who can doubt this 1 what citi- 
zen shall hesitate to enroll himself! The militia 
corps being nothing more than citi zcris in arms for 
the security of their lives, their family, their honor, 
and their prosperity. Under present circumstan- 
ces, the heroic people of Valencia nave yet to learn] 
that to render their invaluable rights aud privile- 
ges secure, they should wait till the enemy is in 
trout before they prepare lo oppose him I Such a] 
measure would bring upon each of us disasters and, 
calamities irreparable. To prevent tbeui, the man- 
agement of the public means has been committed 
to my hands; and confiding iu the well tried patri j 
otism and co-operation of my fellow citizens, 1 have 
undertaken the trust, and with them am ready to 
meet death in the defence ofour common interests 

It is therefore ordered that every citizen, from 
the age of 14 to 50 shall appear in person on the 
14tu of July, in the Plaza mayor, to effect their en- 
rolment. The lime of this purpose will tie a rinoiia- 1 
ced by the discharge of three guns iu succession.
